men, are being circulated among 
interested agencies for review and 
comment.

WASHINGTON 
UP—'The 
Demo­ 
cratic and Republican parties very 
likely will spend a whopping six 
million dollars between them to 
carry the 1956 presidential cam ­ 
paign arguments into millions of 
American homes by television. 
Advance estimates indicate* tele­ 
vision will be the largest single 
item 
in 
the 
campaign 
budgets. 
Each party will spend about double 
the 
amount spent 
in 
1952. 
The 
money will come from the treasur­ 
ies of the 
national 
committees, 
state committees and allied citizen 
groups. 
By law, the national committees 
rn av collect and spend only three 
millions each in financing the en­ 
tire campaign. But each party can 
sidestep this limitation by having 
state organizations 
and 
citizens’ 
groups pick up the check. 
The 
Republicans 
already 
are 
dickering with the national net­ 
works for favorable TV spots next 
fall, particularly in the last six 
weeks of the campaign. The best 
times are the evening hours. 
The Democrats say they haven’t 
yet begun negotiations with the 
networks, but they 
also will re­ 
serve time far in advance of the 
campaign stretch drive. 
Party leaders in 1952 had little 
or no experience with television 
as a campaign medium and this 
lack of experience was expensive. 
In the heat of the campaign, criti­ 
cal times arise when party leaders 
consider it worth almost any price 
to get their story to the people 
quickly and dramatically. But it’s 
a costly thing to buy TV time on 
short notice because it means pay­ 
ing a “ pre-emption” fee to the 
producers who gave up the time— 
in addition to the regular network 
costs. 
Some TV network sources have 
estimated that in 1952 the Republi­ 
cans spent more than $250,000 in 
buying up expensive time on short 
notice. Such a moment cam e when 
Republicans rushed Richard Nixon 
(now the vice president) 
to 
the 
air waves to explain a campaign 
fund given to him by a group of 
private citizens. 
The Democrats had their own 
em ergencies but their extra costs 
w eren’t as heavy as those of the 
Republicans. And it is no secret 
th at the Democrats must hoard 
their money 
a 
good deal 
more 
carefully than the Republicans, 
Both parties face the problem 
of heavier costs tor TV time. In 
1952, a half hour on one network 
coast-to-eoast cost about $32,000, 
according to one source at GOP 
national 
headquarters. 
But 
with 
more TV stations in the network, 
the cost next year will be just 
about double.

ed excitability of the central ner­ 
vous system, and others. 
Dr. Jeffries said three new forms 
of steroids,

introduced, 
have greater anti-rheumatic powder 
than 
hydrocortisone, 
but

other undesirable effects, such as 
gastro-intestinal disturbances.

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STUDYING VOLCANOES 
IT IS AGE, not youth, that can deliver 
the most disastrous punch, among vol­ 
canoes. Mt. Pelee in Martinique k i l l e d 
30,000 persons. Krakatoa in the Pacific 
killed thousands of persons by blast and 
obliterated an island. The blast and great 
tidal waves affected the world’s weather 
by a globe-encircling cloud of fine d u s t . 
Beth were old, long-quiet volcanoes. 
New 
explanations of how volcanoes 
come about were described recently to the 
American Chemical Society of Dr. George 
Morey. He told of theories and experi­ 
ments to explain how molten material 
within the earth becomes rock and miner­ 
als. Various types could result from frac­ 
tional 
crystallization and distillation of 
material, he said. 
In this process, water is squeezed out or 
otherwise accumulates from the original 
material. As it concentrates, its pressure 
increases. A volcano results if the earth’s 
crust isn’t strong enough to hold back the 
pressure. If there is an open vent, steam 
may just escape rather quietly. 
If this pressure mounts high enough, the 
earth’s crust can give way with catastro­ 
phic eruptions. The 
greatest 
pressures 
probably build up in the late stages of the 
rock-forming process. 
Some valuable veins of minerals and 
precious stones could have been laid down 
by gaseous solutions forming in this kind of 
internal furnace. Since solidi can become 
soluble in a gas under sufficient heat and 
pressure, Dr. Morey explains, the gases 
within the earth apparently penetrated po­ 
tential cracks in the underlying r e c k s , 
forming deposits of valuable lodes and 
veins. 
Volcanoes, although causing much mis­ 
fortune, have also been of great benefit to 
mankind. But, unlike old soldiers, t h e y 
don’t fade away. 


JUKE BOX MONOPOLY 
DEPARTMENT of Justice says it will 
investigate complaints that big business is 
trying to monopolize the billion-dollar juke 
box industry. While the department is en­ 
gaged in this endeavor, there is a lesser 
type monopoly many persons would like to 
see broken up, too. 
That is the monopoly which jazz, boggle 
woogie, swing and be-bop records seem to 
have on juke boxes in many eating places. 
Many Americans with sufficient taste to 
enjoy an occasional classical number with 
their repast eat out, too. Certainly the stuff 
that now comes out of juke boxes is not the 
type of music that is reputed to h a v e 
charms that soothe savage breasts.

The contents of a motion picture have 
nothing to do with investigations into Com­ 
munist infiltration in Hollywood. It is not 
the propaganda for Marxism that is being 
investigated but the infiltration into t h e 
government and the organs of the people 
of the United States. 
These investigations have to do with the 
Treasury of the Communist Party, w i t h 
the publicizing and advertising of Commu­ 
nist and other subversive individuals so 
that words spoken by them not on t h e 
screen but in public appearances and on 
circulars and petitions may make a great 
impression on the gullible because these 
personalities, often otherwise obscure and 
rarely with any intellectual background, 
have suddenly, by press agentry, become 
celebrities. 
Alistair Cooke, who writes for ‘The Man­ 
chester Guardian,” a British newspaper, 
says: 
“Indeed, in Hollywood many of the Com­ 
munists exposed, and convicted for con­ 
tempt, were men whose professional tal­ 
ents had been devoted to preserving the 
sort of Hollywood dream-world which the 
Communists are so eager to shatter. Films 
that might have been justifiably suspect— 
the old pre-war sagas of persecuted fugi­ 
tives from the great drought, miners with 
silicosis, Americans on the Loyalist side in 
Spain, vague bellyachers against ‘the sys­ 
tem’—were apparently written by men 
without a hint or blemish of Communist 
membership. 
“One wonders what would happen to the 
loyal Americans who made the stirring 
‘From Here too Eternity’ and ‘The Caine 
Mutiny’ if the Russians were to welcome 
the showing of these films, these devastat­ 
ing 
criticisms of the American armed 
forces, as telling Communist propaganda, 
which from the European or the Russian 
point of view they might well turn out to 
be.” 
But what Cooke misses is that the con­ 
tents of pictures are unrelated to the inves­ 
tigations. No investigators have even look­ 
ed at the contents of pictures. No one was 
concerned with the contents of Charlie 
Chaplin’s pictures; they were concerned 
with his contributions to the Communist 
treasury and the recruiting value of his im­ 
portant name. The fact that he never made 
a picture that was favorable to the United 
States is of no more significance than if he 
had. 
Pictures are strictly for a market. They 
are manufactured to earn money for their 
owners who generally are interested in lit­ 
tle else. Were it not so, no one would have 
made a picture of such dross as the 
“Blackboard Jungle,” which Dore Schary 
of M.G.M. put forth- as an example of 
American life, while he complains about 
restrictions upon civil liberties. One would 
have imagined that responsible citizenship 
means self-restriction and self-discipline. 
But no one has tried to prevent Schary 
from giving his country a black eye in 
Europe by an exaggeration of an unfortu­ 
nate situation, except Ambassador Clare 
Luce who managed to have it withdrawn 
from the Venice Film Festival. Schary 
may produce “Blackboard Jungles” to his 
heart’s content and send them all over the 
world as examples of normal American 
living, which they are not any more than 
Rita Hayworth is an average American 
wife. 
These people live in a world of dramatic
